DIFFERENT KIND OF BUZZ! From Joe Fela: “WNEW's digital audio has changed....it_ no 
longer buzzes. The signal is still wide but somewhat narrower than it used to be. And the digital stuff 
now sounds like white noise. The net result is that it is a very wide signal now and it's much easier to work 
102.5 with the antennas pointed away from them BUT, point the antennas at WNEW and they completely 
take out 102.5/102.9. Previously (with the MR-78), you could get on both of them with no problem at all. 
This form of inband digital audio might be the same thing WPST-97.5 was playing with for a while. 
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SKIP SKIPPING INTO CUBA! Another welcome letter from Alexei Cruz in Holguin, Cuba and 
I’m finding out he writes English better than Ido! Alex writes, “Wow! This month (May) be a best for DX 
in a long time for FM and TV catches. I logged many different channels from Florida and other places in 
the United States. ] see TV channels from Mexico, Costa Rica, Honduras, Guatemala and El Salvador. In 
the FM band I listen to new stations from the Dominican Republic, Bahamas, Jamaica and many places 
in north Florida (Orlando, Panama City Beach and others) via tropo. Other states via Es (KY, NC, SC, AL, 
TX, LA, MS, IN, GA, WV and VA). Everything in this month. I hope for big sun activity for June, July 
and August and maybe good long distance Es. Today I listened to a new station from Hoguin City (first 
day on the air). “Radio Holguin, la nueva” 96. 1mhz // 1500khz AM, mono with very strong signal. In the 
past days I listened to via tropo from Havana city the new “radio Enciclopedia” 94.1 FM CMBQ (ex- 
CMBF) with a new format; oldies and classical music and talk about science, other countries, cultures and 
customs and many different countries’ histories”. Alex also reports hearing Guantanamo on 102.1 with 
“the Mix” (very good music and good signal) in the nights and mornings, plus another station at the base 
which is rock on 103.7. Alex also sent some antenna plans with his letter. These are great plans, and if] 
don’t put them here, I will put them in a separate article later when I can. Alex has plans for a five element 
log periodic for FM as well as plans for a log type TV antenna. The specs are all there. The more technical 
info we have in the VUD, the better it gets. 


HIGH BAND ES AND PROPAGATION! From Doug Smith(TN): “Re: High Band Es:It has 
been suggested that higher Es MUFs are likely when shorter distances are covered by skip on lower 
frequencies. The one time I saw suspected channel 7 Es was immediately after I logged a channel 3 in 
southern Louisiana, about 500 miles. I would suggest DXers take special care to check high band when 
the Es MUF on the low band gets below 1000km/600 miles or so. But as Bob Cooper says, don't forget 
to check the high channels *in general*! Re: History of tropo propagation: The work of radio amateur Ross 
Hull really deserves greater emphasis. Hull established a link between increased signals from distant VHF 
stations and sub-normal temperature lapse rates in the atmosphere. (“temperature inversions")”. 


USING A TUNER AS A PRE-SELECTOR! From Bill Hepburn(ON): “I was messing around 
with an old detent UHF TV Tuner leftover from our family's 1973 TV. (Sylvania I think). I hooked the first 
RF tuning section between my UHF antenna and my preamp..and wow what a surprise. Nice sharp 
tuning. just like a passive pre-selector. I can now peak channel 18 beside local channel 19! If I go up the 
dial, local Channel 19 fades away to a snowy picture. I can now point my antenna right at the CN Tower 
and get stations up & down the dial, when before I used to get mega-overload! I tuned the tuner to channel 
55 (OK, it's not precise tuning) and was watching WPGH-53 Pittsburgh in snow-free while local CFMT-47 
weakened to a snowy picture. Wow does this clean up overload. (I put the antenna on the antenna input 
of this tuner..and connected the preamp/TV feed to the IF-out of the tuner..except I bypassed the IF/OSC 
section by bridging a wire across the local oscillator tuning gang...this meant that only the first gang..the 
RF gang. .was in the circuit). I now have it rigged up so that I can choose straight-thru untuned or.. tuned 
thru this old tuner. There is no discernible loss until I get above channel 52...even then in the 52-69 Tange, 

the reduction of QRM is worth the price of a db or two of signal strength loss. As an added bonus, the tuner 
has fine tuning. Gee...I never thought I'd ever be ktunking that old detent UHF tuner again. It really gives 
your hands a workout. (PS - It goes up to Channel 83). Something to try on a rainy day!” 


ALL ABOUT SAP! From Peter George(MA): “The SAP provides a major function for two FM 
college stations that I am proud to do engineering for. Part of the broadcast day at WBIM-FM 
(91.5)/Bridgewater, MA and WSHL-FM (91.3)/Easton, MA originates from the Talking Information 
Center in Marshfield, MA. The TIC is a radio reading service for the blind and visually impaired. Both 
WBIM and WSHL get their feed via the SAP of Public Television station WGBX-TV/Channel 44 in 
Boston. The quality is FM. We use specially designed receivers specifically tuned to the SAP of Channel 
44. Since our local Media One cable TV system is broadbanded enough, one of our stations (WSHL-FM) 
uses a cable converter/Channel 3 SAP receiver to receive the signal from WGBX-TV (on cable Channel 
16). The cable system gets a direct feed from the TV station, not an over-the-air feed. If Channel 44's 
over-the-air transmitter were to go down, WSHL-FM would still get a direct feed from WGBX via cable 
(uninterrupted). The "PRO" channel in Boston is basically used for cues. WCVB-TV in Boston does use 
it occasionally, according to a former staffer I knew. In Boston the SAP looks like this......... WGBH-TV, 

Channel 2 - Descriptive Audio (PBS), BBC World Service, WGBX-TV, Channel 44- Talking Information 
Center, occ. DVS, WFXT-TV, Channel 25- FOX Baseball Spanish track”. (CU next month -Mike)

As of July 3, KNTV [11] San Jose has dropped ABC and gone independent. (Some sources say it’s gone

than doubled its power. I presume the artificially-low old 79KW figure was designed to avoid too much 
overlap with ABC O&O KGO-TV [7].

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Questions and Answers 


1. First of all, I live in Houston, Texas, which is saturated with powerhouse FM stations and a 
variety of AM stations. The FM stations are mostly 100,000 watts and pretty much seem to make 
it impossible to do any FM DXing here. Does anyone know how I might be able to hear non-local 
FM stations here? I have a Radio Shack DX 440 or use the radio in my car. 


Ina large city, it can be difficult. I lived in Nashville for a few years. It was only by having a Technics 
ST-G50 tuner with a pretty good front end that I was able to get any decent FM DX from home. I did do 
pretty well with the car radio while on the road, and in some of the city parks. (though to some degree 
that's because Nashville is a hilly city, and it's possible to get on the "wrong side" of a hill and knock 
down some of the locals. Houston is awfully flat!) A good directional antenna helps too, by allowing 
you to null your locals somewhat. 


2.My car is a Nissan Altima and it has an AM/FM radio and cd player. It has FM stereo, but not 
AM stereo. How can I modify the radio so that I can get 92.1 next to 92.3 and 92.3 next to 92.5 etc.? 
Filters? Does anyone sell these filters? What is the cost? Does anyone install them? Would a 
Nissan dealership install these (I have my doubts)? What does it take to improve FM in a car? 


Adjacenits to 100,000 watt locals are probably not possible within 15 miles of the transmitters. Adjacents 
to 6,000 wait stations (or high power ones 30-50 miles away) are more practical. Digi-Key in Thief 
River Falls, Minnesota sells monolithic filters, and they're pretty inexpensive. A TV/radio service 
technician should be able to install them. I don't think your Nissan dealer can do it - if you tell them your 
car radio is broken, they probably just replace it. (1 don't think they have any ability to actually repair 
radios) 


3.1 recently received the FM Atlas. What is the purpose of a translator FM station that is about 20 
to 25 miles from the station it is translating? There are no mountains here and the signal of the FM 
station comes in clear on the regular frequency. So what is going on there? 


Two possibilities 1 can think of 


1. The main transmitter is located at a distance from the other high-power stations in the market. People 
with cheap radios living (or driving) near the other high-power stations can't receive the main 
transmitter because of overload. So, a low-power translator is installed near the other stations. The 
main transmitter can't be moved there because of potential interference to other stations. 


2. The main transmitter is located a fair way out of town. Listeners in noisy metal office buildings full 
of computers in the downtown area can't get the signal. A low-power translator is installed downtown 
to serve these listeners. 


4.C1, C2, C3 - these are noted in the FM Atlas. What do these mean? 


Classes. When the FCC assigns an FM frequency to a city, it also assigns a class of operation for any 
Station using that frequency. The class establishes the minimum distance from stations on the same and 
nearby frequencies; it also establishes the minimum and maximum power and tower height the station 
may use. 


Class: Minimum power: Maximum power: Maximum tower height: 
A 100watts 6,000 watts 100m/328'

Class B and B1 licenses are issued in more heavily populated areas of the country, and distance 
Separations are different from those for Classes C3 and C2. There used to be a Class D (10 watts 
maximum) but these are no longer being issued. 


5. One of the stations near Houston is at 100.7. The FM Atlas says seeks 100.9. Houston has a 
station at 101.1. How could a closeby station move that close to another?? 


I would guess the 100.7 station plans to move its tower further from Houston before changing 
Srequencies. It's licensed to Winnie, Texas (about halfway to Beaumont). Either that, or it's a typo, or 
the 101.1 station also plans to change frequency... 


6. I plan to drive on vacation. I'm trying to figure out how far I can hear certain AM and FM 
stations on the drive. Such as: FM Atlas lists the primary signal as 17 KM (x .62 = miles, I think), 
so if I'm driving 70 mph that means I can hear the station for about only 15 minutes if I am figuring 
correctly - anyone have any help or advice on this? 


"Primary coverage" is relatively pessimistic - I suppose the FCC is defining it on really cheap clock 
radios etc.. WWTN 99.7 is listed with a primary coverage of 78km. I'm just about exactly 78km from 
their tower, and their signal is plainly listenable on the car radio here. That said, under unusual 
propagation it may be subject to interference from other stations like WMC-FM Memphis. 


I might suggest you multiply those radiuses by about 1.5 (and then by the .62 factor if you don't want to 
work in metric) to get a reasonable coverage for a car radio at a reasonable distance from 
powerfultransmitters. 


7. Why are the primary signals of the Houston FM stations listed at 91 and 87 KM, but places such 
as Dallas, Fort Worth, Austin, etc. don't have stations with that much range. Who determines the 
primary signal range of FM stations? 


Power isn't the only thing that affects coverage; tower height does as well. For example, compare 
Austin's KVET-FM 98.1 and Houston's KRBE 104.1. Both stations have 100,000 watts of power. But 
KVET-FM's antenna is only 21 1m (about 650') above average terrain, compared to KRBE’s 585m. (over 
1,900’) As a result of the higher antenna, KRBE’s primary coverage radius is 26km - nearly 20 miles - 
greater than KVET’s.For the FM Ailas, the primary radiuses are computed by the book's author, Dr. 
Elving, based on charts found in the FCC regulations.

Why the Gap Between Channels Four and Five? 
The Answer from Bill Hepburn 


Around WWII, a number of US airports were fitted with 75 MHz marker beacons that give pilots a 
precise indication as to when they were vertically passing over a waypoint. The changes in allocations 
during the infancy of TV and FM seemed to have tip-toed around the 75 MHz marker beacon frequency 
so as to not upset air navigation. To this day, the 75 MHz marker beacons still exist (and you can here 
the dashes in AM mode if you live near an airport). The antennas are extremely directional pointed 
upwards.

The opening of June 9 allowed me to bag a new 
Arkansas station in KEMV-6 (on the Arkansas Public 
TV network, also seen on KAFT-13 and KTEJ-19 that 
morning). This was mostly an opening into southwest 
Missouri and northern Arkansas. June 17 saw an 
opening into central and northeastern Illinois and 
northern Indiana, surprising to note that none of the 
Chicago stations were in. The first part of the opening 
on June 21 extended into metro Kansas City, as well as 
southern Iowa. Late night on the same day brought 
much stronger Kansas City signals (some of them 
nearly taking out my locals, with their transmitters 
some 20 miles due south of my QTH). The reception 
of K48FS was only my second LPTV from Kansas 
City. K26CR was also in. The opening extended well 
into Kansas after midnight on June 22, the first new 
Station was a Fox on 14. Doug's database lists this as 
KBDK Hoisington, KS, which is a relay of KSAS-24 
Wichita, so KBDK-14 is most likely on the air. 
Speaking of Wichita, KWCH-12 in nearby Hutchinson 
was pulled in through KODE (thought this was KFVS 
at first, until I saw the local promos). KAKE-10 was 
noted later through KOLR, while KSAS-24 was noted 
floating under KNLC. KS4FX-39 was noted carrying ” 
You and I” with Richard Dortch (a refugee from the 
old PTL) on a southwest bearing. Believe it or not, this 
is still listed as KS4FX instead of changing to K39- 
something! Noted my first LPTV from Kansas, in the 
form of K21AP-21 Topeka, carrying TBN. This 
opening got the farthest into Kansas as of yet, pulling 
KUPK-13 through WIBW and WPXS, with KRCG 
(which had been registering a local-strength signal) 
having signed off at 0135. The opening extended into 
northern Kentucky, most of Indiana and southwest 
Ohio by 0400. Noted another Missouri LPTV, in the 
form of KYOU-15 relayer K34CW. Noted DTV snow 
from outside St. Louis (KSDK-DT 35, KTVI-DT 43 
and KMOV-DT 56) for the first time in the form of 
two DTVs from Kansas City. KSHB-DT 42's snow 
cleanly separated from the analog station on 41, while 
KCPT-DT 18's snow nearly wiped out local K18BT. 


WWAZ-19 has changed calls once again, they're now 
WAZE (the "E" most likely standing for Evansville, 
the market it serves as a WB affiliate). Some open 
UHF channels had as many as four stations in at the 
same time! I was also able to get into 2-meter 
repeaters from Kentucky to Kansas during this 
opening, too! 

A new LMA has also been noted in Springfield, 
MO...CBS affiliate KOLR-10 is now LMAing Fox 
affiliate KDEB-27. Also, the antenna height has been 
revised downward, as I measured the height before this 
opening hit.

In spite of the 600 mile 
distance, both are first to propagate 
from the southeast beyond the 350 
mile range.
